An effort which seems likely to be 
successful has been made to carry the old 
populist strongholds in the western and 
northwestern counties. 

Ordinarily the Omaha district is safely 
republican, but this year it is extremely 
doubtful, owing to the fight made on Con- 
gressman Mercer by Editor Rosewater. Mer- 
cer has telegraphed here that he is sure of 
an election and believes he can easily beat 
his democratic opponent in spite of the Rose- 
water influence. The republicans will be 
lucky, however, if they can elect four from 
the six districts in Nebraska, although they 
claim to be able to carry all five of the dis- 
tricts outside of Omaha.

congress in Washington. 
I don’t say the Porto Rican tariff bill will 
ever come up again. It is past and gone. 
Put it is, I say, an illustration of what we 
may expect from a party whose only moral- 
ity is to see the protected industries free 
from competition. My opponent, in answer- 
ing my. challenge to a discussion of the mat- 
ter, did not get at the heart of the problem 
that the demand for this protection to the 
giant business interests goes on forever.”

Defendant in New York Poi- 
son Mystery Denies All 
Knowledge of Crime. 


STATE GAINS ONE POINT. 


Evidence of Missing Witnesses 
Forced Ont in Cross Exami- 

nation of Witness. 


New York, Oct, 31.—[Special.]—Roland B. 
Molineux today testified in his own defense 
against the charge of murdering Mrs. Kath- 
erine J, Adams. He declared his absolute 


crime, that he had writen the Barnet and 
Cornish letters that he had ever made cy- 
anide of mercury, or that he had ever eeen 
the silver bottle holder in which the poison 
was gent until It was exhibitedin court. He 
admitted having written and signed with his 
own hands one letter asking for a certain 
patent remedy on the blue interlaced cres- 
cent paper, identical with that on which the 
Cornish letters were written, and said he 
procured the paper at the Waldorf-Astoria, 
His quarrels with Cornish, which resulted 
in his leaving the Knickerbocker Athletic 
club, were related by Molineux without ap- 
parent reserve. 
The witness sustained unmoved a rigorous 


torney Osborne, answering readily all ques- 
tions as to his past life, his relations with. 
Cornish and Barnet, and the efforts he and 
other members of the club had made to dis- 
cover any one who had a common enmity 
to the two named. 
Osborne Gains One Point. 
‘The feature of the cross examination was 
Mr. Osborne’s successful effort to place be- 
fore the jury the substance of the testimony 
given at the first trial by Mamie Melando 
and Detective Farrell, but -excluded by 
Justice Lambert. This was accomplished by 
framing a series of questions relative to 
statements purporting to have been made 
by the witnesses outside of their testimony 
but covering every essential feature of it, 
to which frequent and vehement objections 
were made by Mr. Black. 

The announcement that a defense would 
be made, none having been undertaken at 
the first trial, and that Molineux would face 
his accusers, drew an immense throng to 
the courtroom. In the afternoon so great 
was the crush that police reserves were 
called out to preserve order. 


Molineux Called to Stand. 


As soon as the jury was polled former 
Gov. Black began his opening address. , He 
kept the promise he made yesterday, and 
spoke for less than five minutes. He de- 
clared the accused man innocent of any con- 
N with the crime, Molineux was then 
called.

He 
told of the chemicals used and said Prussian 
blue, English vermilion, and red ochre con- 
tained cyanide of mercury. He frequently 
made experiments with colors. Although 
he had studied chemistry, he had never heard 
of cyanide of mercury until after Mrs. 
Adams’ death; it was an extremely rare poi- 


son. 

“Was E. C. Barnet armong your friends 
at the Athletic club,” asked Mr. Osborne.

A writ 
of supersedeas from the interlocutory order 
of Judge Caldwell, staying all proceedings 
until the matter could be reargued in court, 
was also asked. : =. 
The point upon which Judge Sanborn based 
his decision arose late in the afternoon, when 
the arguments were almost completed. The 
aitention of the court was called to a para- 
graph in the brief submitted wherein it was 
stated that Oct. 8 the plaintiff had peti- 
tioned Judge Caldwell to grant an appeal 
and writ of supersedeas, and that the judge 
bad denied it, upon the ground that the order 
made by the court was’ not final, and was, 
therefore, not appealable. Judge Sanborn 
siated that it was a common rule among 
the federal judges in codrdinate offices not | 
to reverse decisions made by their fellow 
judges of the same court unless gross error 
on the part ot the other judge could be 
shown. 
He cited authority to show that a recent 
revision of the law deprived the Circuit 
Court of Appeals of the power to grant ap- 
peals from the decision of another judge in 
which an order refusing to dissolve an in- 
junction had been made, and held that it 
was applicable in this case, and upon these 
grounds refused the application, for an ap-. 


peal and writ.

estimates of the New 
York bank statement were conflicting yes- 
terday, the majority of stock market traders 
were inclined to look for a favorable showing.

Probable changes in the loan and deposit 
items were, however, again difficult to fore- 
cast. The condition of the surplus reserve 
will depend a great deal on the showing 
made by these. The known movements of 
money indicate that the west and southwest 
are still drawing considerable money from 
New York. Some large shipments were 
made direct to St. Louis this week, but it is 
said that small sums are now beginning to 
come in from the south. 


October Bank Clearings. 

Chicago bank clearings for October aggre- 
gated $746,797,104, against 8709, 206, 104 for 
the corresponding month last year, an in- 
crease of $37,502,000. This increase is smaller 
than that shown by the preceding month, 
but it is considerably larger than those for 
the months of May, June, July, and August. 
The gain for the ten months of the current 
year to date as compared with the corre- 
sponding period in 1901 is $622,666\893. This 
means that if the average of exchanges is 
maintained during the remaining two 
months the total clearings for the year will 
be in excess of $8,000,000,000.

WEEK IN RADE GIRGLES 


BUSINESS SITUATION As SEEN BY 
COMMERCIAL ‘AGENCIES. 


Speculation Waite on Politics, but Le- 
gitimate Lines Are Not Disturbed 
by the Approaciiing Election—New 


tled by Advancing Wages—Railyoad 
Inability to Haul All Freight Of- 
fered a Disturbing Feature. 


New York, Oct. 31.—R..G. Dun & Co.'s week - 
ly review tomorrow will say: 
* “ Speculation waits upon politics, but le- 
gitimate business is not disturbed by the ap- 
proaching election. New labor controver- 
sies have been’ promptly settled By advanc- 
ing wages, and the gradual improvement in 
the supply of coal has reducéd prices and re- 
stored activity in ufactu 4 
Complaints increasing as to the tardy 
movement of freight, miles of cars being 
Stalled by the lack of motive power, and 
many roads refuse to accept further ship- 
ments until the blockades are relieved. 
Lower temperature has stimulated retail 
sales of seasonable merchandise, but frost 
‘comes too late to seriously injure agricul- 
tural products. Liberal consumption sus- 
tains quotations in most lines, domestic de- 
mands being supplemented by large exports. 
Operating expenses of the railways have in- 
eased in many cases to sucha degree that 
t earnings are somewhat curtailed, but 
gross earnings for October thus far exceed 
last year’s by 4.7 per cent, and those of 1900 
by 13.5 per cent. f 
‘Iron and Steel Trade. 
Undue significance is attached to the an- 
nouncement that the Frick company will not 
advance next year’s price for coke above $3. 
Although this is in lime with other conserva- 
tive efforts of leading interests to prevent 
inflated prices, the probable influence on the 
Outside market will not be great, as the bulk 
of output will go to the various plants of the 
United States Steel corporation. 
‘Meanwhile sales are being made at $16 
in extreme cases, and the scarcity has closed 
more blast furnaces. The futtire course of 
the iron and steel industry will be largely 
influenced by this fuel shortage, much busi- 
ness being permanently lost to home pro- 
ducers and prices in some departments al- 
ready show the effect of disorganized con- 
ditions. Railway needs have not diminished, 
numerous large orders constantly appearing, 
while the pressure for locomotives is caus- 
Ing large premiums to be offered. 
Structural shapes for bridge and ship 
building are next in point rgent demand. 
Agreement on the tinplate wage scale may 
secure a lot of business that now goes out 
of the country, and some reduction in prices 
is expected. Wire nails are also cheaper, 
but as a rule quotations are well maintained. 


Leather and Cotton Lines. 


New England shoe manufacturers are 
receiving additional orders at fully sustained 
quotations, and many shops.are assured of 
full occupation well into January. Supple- 
mentary orders for winter goods have de- 


creased, indicating that wants will be sup-. 


plied when -shipments are made, and pro- 
ducers are pushing deliveries in order to take 
inventories. Leather fs in better demand, 
with prices firmer. More interest has been 
shown in Chicago packer hides at recently 
reduced prices, but the average of all grades 
is again lower. 

“Conditions at the cotton mills are 
healthy, a scarcity of goods being general, 
-while there is no disposition to force transac- 
tions. It is early for supplementary Buying 
of spring woolen goods, and fall trade is 
finished, so that these divisions of the mar- 
ket are naturally quiet. Raw wool is firm 
at the leading eastern markets, which are 
shipping freely to the mills.

As Seen by Bradstreet’s. 
Bradstreet’s tomorrow will say: 
Confidence in the outlook for next year’s 

business if a notable feature in the trade 
situation, The volume of orders booked for 
next spring’s delivery is large for this season 
of the year, and is explained partly by the ex- 
ceptionally good business done on fall and 
winter account and the large crop yields of 
the year and also by the good position of the 
winter wheat crop as cold weather ap- 
‘proaches, 

The absence of killing frosts at the south 
has allowed of the maturing of a considerable 
top crop of cotton. This has helped the trade 
situation there While acting as a brake upon 
the tendency of the price of that staple to 
advance. 

The demand for wheat hasbeen active on 
‘milling account, the Pacific coast being re- 
ported buying at northwestern markets. 
Flour, though demand is reported less satis- 
factory, is higher on the week.’ Cotton goa 
are unchanged and quite steady. Distribu- 


generally is good. 

The great rush of fall buying at the west 
is now over, but reordérs are good, although 
colder weather would benefit retail trade ma- 
terially. 

A feature is the confidence with which 
the buyers take hold of holiday goods and 
give orders for spring delivery. Collections 
are as a whole good, but hesitation is still 
noted at some southwestern markets. The 
winter wheat crop is all in, and most of jt is 
up and growing finely. 
Southern trade advices are that the fine 
open fall favors the making of a good top 
crop of cotton. Frosts as yet have been light. 


Trade Needs Cold Weather. 


At the east retail trade needs steady cola 
weather to stimulate demand, but jobbing 
business feels the effect of the lifting of the 
coal embargo. Woolen goods, strengthen 
more by higher cost of raw wobdl than by 
current demand, are tending up; yarns have 
already advanced. Spring trade indications 
are promising. Lumber is selling freely, de- 
spite the advanced stage of the season. 

The movement of anthracite coal is in- 
creasing, and prices have fallen faster chan 
expected. Importations of English coal are 
large. Bituminous coal is less active. 

Eastern shoe buyers appear to have been 
overconservative and are now rushing in re- 
orders, hence jobbers are in turn crowding 
manufacturers. Spring business is in good 
volume, and more confidence is shown in the 
future. Buying of leather is not active at 
eastern markets, but a good volume of ship- 
ments is going forward on orders. 


Steel Business Hesitating. 

** One industry in which confidence in next 
year's business has heretofore been rked 
showns signs of hesitation. That is iron 
and steel, finished products of which, ap- 
paremtly because of high prices, have tend- 
ed to accumulate. Where price reduction 
has occurred, however, new business 
come in gratifying volume, N 

“For the cruder forms, particularly pig 
iron, rails, and bridge and stru¢tural mate- 
rial, no loss of strength is noted. The larger 
movement of anthracite coal has as yet ap- 
|.parently affected eastern iron furnaces but 
little, and the scarcity of coke holds down 
production in the Pennsylvania valleys. — 


The scarcity of pig iron is illustrated by 
the fact that sales for the middle next. 
year are being made at 621. 75 , While 


immediate supplies are scarce at $25. The 
acceptance of reduced wages by tinplate 
mill hands will enable American mills to 
capture orders for 1,500,000 boxes of so- 
called drawback plates. Steel plates and 
bridge material have sold freely this week 
at Pittsburg, but Chicago notes quietness 
and even some hesitation. 7 

Hardware is active in nearly all mar- 
kets, an advance of 25 per cent over last 
year being noted at Pittsburg. The fixing

MAY DECIDE POINT SOON. 


Preliminary Report Covering 
Pressing Questions to Be 
Made in Few Days. 


Scranton, Pa., Oct. 81.—[Specia!.]—The 
@nthracite coal strike commission today an- 
meynced that it had decided that if any 
wurd affecting the existing rate of wages 
Shall be made the award shall be effective 
from November. It was expected this ques- 


tion would come before the arbitrators, and 


the action of the commissioners shuts off 
any possible controversy that either side 
may have desired to raise. 

The miners wanted the new scale, if one 
ig made, to date from the time they returned 
to work, but the operators left the matter 
to be decided by the commission. The mine- 
workers are satisfied, however, with the de- 
cision of the commission. The strike has 
been off only one week, and most of the men 
have not worked more than four or five days. 


Commissioners Announce Decision. 


The announcement of the commission was 
contained in the following resolution: 
“Voted, unanimousty, that if the com- 


mission, at the conclusion of its hearings and 
Geliberations, makes any award affecting 


existing rates of wages, such award shall 
take effect from Nov. 1, 1902.” 
Accompanying the resolution was ‘a brief 
Statement made by Recorder Wright, in 
which he says: The resolution was adopted 
by the commission because it felt that it was 


. important to make its investigations delib- 


erately, and that it might be well, in order to 
relieve itself from pressure from any source 
which might cause undue haste, to inform 
the operators and the miners that should the 


investigation and the deliberations following, 


it Warrant any change whatever, either in 
the way o§ increase or reduction of wages, 
such change should be from a certain date, 


mus enabling all parties to facilitate their 
ons.“

Damund Bersch, 
former member of the house of delegates, 
was today found guilty of perjury in his tes- 
timony before the grand jury as to the $75, -

The good brother's courtship runs smooth- 
ly enough at first, but it is suddenly arrested 
by the oe ee of both girls at the 
instigation of the bad brother, who marries 
the girl who loves him and then repents it 
and spirits her away, where she becomes 
the victim of the schemes of his father, who 
attempts to have the marriage set aside, as 
he wants his son to marry an heiress, The 
villain, who is not such k bad villain after 
all, only weak and vacillating, meets an ac- 
cidental death, the scheming father dies, 
and happiness makes up to the good brother 
and the girl, who finally becomes his wife 
for the misery and anxiety they have gone 
through. The story is well told and will 
increase the already large and devoted clien- 
tele which Mr. Crockett now claims as his
